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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Firstly, in the Frank et al. reference, because the 
first bore is smaller than the second bore, there is a transition from the smaller bore to the larger bore in which Applicant argues is another 
bore. This is true, however, this bore can also be considered to be a "step" because it transitions the smaller bore to the larger bore. 
Secondly, a component being fixedly disposed in another component does not necessarily preclude that component from moving within the 
other component and Applicant has not specifically stated that the component does not move. Frank et al. also shows a coining ring since 
there are no specific details of this "coining ring" recited in claims. The coining ring has been previously indentified in the marked up Figure 
of July 1 , 2008. There is nothing absurd about the product by process rejection of claim 1 1 since all of the structural limitations have been 
met. The rejection is maintained. 
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
